All of the postofficcs in the 
Seventeenth district are under 
civil service and all- applicants are 
subject to an examination under 
civil service.

non-combustible lath In structures. 
Cement mortar must consist of not 
more than five parts of sand to 
one part of cement and one part 
lime. In some of the Long Beach 
school buildings It was disclosed 
that the mixtures ran as low as 
one part cement to 12 parts sand.

Lime used in the, mortar must 
be Blacked for 14 days.

Bricks must- be laid wet and in 
a full bed of mortar. ; 
  Plans and specifications for every 
building In unincorporated terri­ 
tory that Is to be built, rebuilt, 
repaired or altered,, must, urtdcr 
the provisions of the new ordi­ 
nance, be submitted to the county 
regional planning: commission in 
fhe annex to the Hall of Records 
at 202 N&rth Broadway. The ordi­ 
nance already is in effect, build­ 
ers arc Informed, as the ordinance 
contained an emergency clause. 
. Violation is punishable by a $BOI> 
fln« or six months imprisonment 
or both.
